Big Ben, entered by Doc Streett 
and ridden by C. Gray, and a 60 to 1 chance 
at one period of the betting, was the “good 
thing.” He won by half a lengrth from Ed 
Corrigan’s Serge, quoted at 6 to 1 In the 
post odds. S. S. Brown’s Alrlight was a fair 
third. Collonade led to near the half, where 
Big Ben collared him. A hundred yards far- 
ther along to the dismay of his backers, he 
faltered and went back into the bunch be- 
hind so quickly that it was thought he had 
broken down. Then he ran well again to 
the stretch, where he again reduced his speed 
and lost all chance of being a contender. 
Meanwhile Big Ben had obtained a lead 
of three lengths.. Serge grained steadily from 
the middle of the upper turn to the stand. 
He caught the leader in the last sixteenth, 
but was unable to head him. 

M. H. Tichenor & Co.’s colors were placed 
first in the closing race, three-quarters of 
a mile. They were carried by Semper Vi- 
vum, on which Helgesen had the mount. So 
close was the finislv that many spectators 
expected to see the number of Fleuron and 
Bay Wonder posted as first and second. 
Semper Vivum had an open lead from the 
middle of the backstretch until well in the 
homestretch, when Flaunt challenged her. 
While the first and second were doing their 
best. Bay Wonder drew up and came near 
beating them. Muresca was the opening fav- 
orite. Semper Vivum, backed with thousands 
had the call at the close. Muresca was a close 
third beginning the final struggle, in which 
she weakened. 

Dick Welles and Monsieur Beaucaire were 
exercised after the races yesterday even- 
ing. The former did three-quarters In 1:16, 
the other was given a strong gallop. Hua- 
chuca pulled up lame after having worked 
yesterday morning.

HUZZAH WINS THE AUBURN 



James Arthur’s brown colt Huzzah, a 
four-year-old, carrying 98 pounds, won the 
stake event on yesterday’s Washington Park 
program. In the Auburn Stakes, a selling 
affair of a mile and a sixteenth, he defeated 
eleven others, of which Flying Torpedo, 112 
pounds, was the top weight. Sam Fullen, 
104 pounds, was given a decided preference 
by speculators. He was favorite at all times, 
his support being particularly strong at post 
time. Schwalbe, 103, and Nitrate, 107, were 
the best backed of the others. Schwalbe, 
Gold Bell and Paul Whaley were prominent 
in the early running. On the backstretch 
Paul Whaley dropped back while Huzzah 
moved Up and joined Schwalbe and Gold 
Bell. As they came around the upper turn 
Gold Bell drew clear and Huzzah, Schwalbe 
and the favorite ran on even terms. Round- 
ing Into the homestretch Huzzah went after 
Gold Bell and the race became a contest 
between these two. In a hard struggle 
through the last three-sixteenths Huzzah 
succeeded in overtaking Gold Bell and beat- 
ing him by a nose. Sam Fullen was third 
e,t the head of the stretch and remained 
there to the end, finishing five lengths be- 
hind the first and second. Flying Torpedo, 
in a good position at all stages, and within 
striking distance when beginning the final 
quarter, had no gnishaps.

Henry, on the favorite, bluffed and 
drew It too fine to suit the backers of the 
horse, and had a small margin in his favor 
at the end. Fore and Aft was last. It re- 
quires a good three-year-old to give away 
the weight he conceded and win. He is ap- 
parently overrated. 

In the second race, five furlongs, for two- 
year-olds, Allista went to the front directly 
after the start and maintained a lead of 
from two to four lengths from the half mile 
ground to the deciding line. Marshal Ney, 
the favorite, and BTank Carr were being urged 
when three-eighths had been run. 

Twelve selling platers went to the post in 
the fourth race, six furlongs, for three-year- 
olds and upward. Mary Glenn, owned by 
Gorman & Bauer, was backed as if she 
«could not lose. Hart Dembam’s Uranium, 
with L. Wilson in the saddle, also a medi- 
um of heavy backing, won all the way, 
finishing in an open gallop. Mary Glenn 
was never a contender. Sweet Billie was 
second and third to the last quarter, where 
she fell back. If You Dare, second entering 
the stretch, was beaten out by Avoid.

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 



Very few persons who are in attendance 
at Washington Park are aware that a start- 
ing judge accompanies Starter Dwyer to the 
post in every race. With the inauguration 
of the no recall system of starting at Wash- 
ington Park Mr. R. J. Havey was appointed 
starting judge in addition to being patrol 
judge, and it is his duty to report to the 
stewards all unruly actions of the jockeys 
while at the post and also to lend his aid 
to Starter Dwyer to effect a good start, by 
either cautioning a bad behaved rider or 
imposing a fine. The system is in vogue on 
all the New York tracks, also at Saratoga, 
and the Washington Park Club made a move 
in the right direction when it followed the 
example and all the other local tracks could 
also do so to advantage, as not only does it 
bring the starter and rider Into a better un- 
derstanding with each other, but it also 
lessens the fines imposed on the jockeys and 
the latter feature will eventually cause a 
rider to co-operate with the starter thereby 
insuring good starts. 

S. W. (Doc) Streett stated after the vic- 
tory of his horse Big Ben that he did not 
back him on account of the poor showing 
made by Sauerkraut in the two-year-old race. 
The two horses have been frequently worked 
together and to quote Streett: “There never 
w'as an arm’s length difference between them 
going five furlongs.” Big Ben has only been 
started once before yesterday, at St. Louis, 
on which occasion although away from the 
post poorly he showed a good turn of speed 
and finished second in a field of ten horses. 

Jockey T. Knight, who rode Collonade, 
stated that his mount after running well up 
with his field in the early stages, refused to 
extend himself when he struck a strip of 
soft going on the backstretch, and while 
rounding the lower turn when he found the 
track crumbling under his feet, he sprawled 
badly and gave the impression that he had 
broken down. 

Jockey L. Wilson was fined $50 for bad 
behavior while at the post for the fourth 
race. 

Semper Vivum, the winner of the closing 
race, was bid up from $1,000, her entered 
price, to $2,000 by a person acting for E R. 
Bradley. H. C. Riddle, the trainer for M. H. 
Tichenor & Co., retained his employer’s prop- 
erty by an* advance bid of $5. 

Messrs. Corrigan and Wishard brought Dr. 
MacArthur, a prominent South Side phy- 
sician, with them to the Garfield Park Sani- 
tarium to hold a consultation with Dr. Har- 
vey as to the necessity of performing an 
operation on jockey J. Reift. After a care- 
ful and thorough examination of the injured 
jockey the doctors came to the conclusion 
that an operation would be unnecessary and 
gave out as their opinion that the rider was 
getting along very favorably and would be 
as well as ever before long. 

The following horses will not be permitted 
to start until properly schooled to the barrier: 
Scipio, Peter J. Somero, Blackwolf, Satin 
Coat, Miss Veracity and General Steward. 
The latter started in the second race yester- 
day and refused to break when the starter 
released the barrier. Joe Martin is barred 
from starting during the current meeting on 
account of his fractious acting at the post. 

J. C. Milam sold yesterday to H. Morgan 
the horses Harry Beck and Alice Morgan at 
private terms. The horses will be shipped 
to St. Louis and raced there. 

Jockey Webb, who rode Jaubert in the 
fourth race, was unseated when his mount 
made a lunge while at the post, but held on 
to the bridle, preventing the horse from get- 
ting loose and running away.
